Puryear, Fisher’s Hornpipe and 
Bragg,ftber latter being left at the post. Ed 
Aostin.was under stroeg restraint at the finish 
and made an excellent impreasion on those who 
witnessed his debut.

Miracle 11., John A. Clarke, Brissac and Gracchi 
runniDg unplaced. Ed Austin won easily by 
two and a half lengths conceding Johanna D. 
fonrteen pounds, besides her sex allowance. 
He corclnded hislvictoricus campaign at W’orth 
May 25, by taking another half-mile dash from 
Hat Mitchell, Brannigan, Johanna D., The 
Stewardess and Parnessns in 50^ seconds, win- 
ning eaeec|np,iwith Hat Mitchell second, lapped 
out by Brannigan.

Alibert had opened 
at 8 to 5, with Locket at threes and April 
Shower at sizes. The plunger, who is followed 
about wherever he goes by a crowd of curious 
individoaie, hurritd into the ring and began to 
bet 8200 at a crack on Locket. As he ran down 
the line of layers, picking out the best prices 
against that horse, the pencilers became 
alarmed and cat the price to 9 to 5. At the same | 
time Aliberc’s price was raised to 9 to 10 and in 
some books to even money. Then a half a 
dozen yonng hustlers, who act us commission- 
ers for the plnnger, rushed up to the books and 
plastered a pile of yellow gold certificates all 
over Alibart’s chances. 

''The colt won in a gallop and the crowd that 
bad played Locket because they saw the plnuger 
do BO wondered where they were at. It was 
finally explained that the plunger had worked 
an old-time trick of *burumg up' money on 
Locket so as to 'hunch* the price on the favor- 
ite that on form could not lose. Then when 
Alibert's price suited him the plunger flooded 
the ring with ‘real money.’
